What the Ancients Believed. 


Arrian, who flourished about the mid- 


dle of the second century of tho Chris- 
tian era, was of a skeptical Iramo ot 
mind and had a wholesome distrust ot 
the evidence of eye-witnesses. He rid- 
iculed the old stories about ants that 
dug up gold, and griffins that guarded 
the precious melals, and declared that 
none were to be iouml in those parts 
of India that were visited by Alexander 
and bis oflicers. 
He describes, howev- 


er, a learned, or rather a musical ele- 
phant which "beat upon a cymbal while 
leveral others danced to his music. 
Two cymbals were hung between his 
forelegs, and one tied to his proboscis 
or trunk. He then striking tho cymbal 
which was tied to hit. trunk against tho 
others between his forelegs alternately, 
the rest of the elephants moved round 
him as in a elance, and lilted up or 
bowed their bodies as iitly and justly 
•is the measure and re ison of the sound 
seemed to require, or as ho who played 
upon the instrument directed.' 
He 


also speaks, though from hearsay, ot 
an elephant dying of grief because it 
had killed its keeper m a moment ot 
frcn/j. 
Ncarclius, it seems, had pro- 


tcsied that, he once saw the skin ot a 
titrpr and that the nath es averred that 
tne animal, when alive, was as big -is a 
tull-o-rown horse, uncl further, that it 
woufd leap upon an elephant, 
and 


strangle it. '1 hereupon Arrian remarks 
that tliosc he saw wove like speckled 
wolves, onlv a little largci, so that lie 
never saw a tiger at all, but only a leop- 
ard.

Tragic Death of a Young Swede Fomid 


Beneath the St. Louis Bridge] 


Last Evening. 


While attending to his duties as watch- 


man of the St. Louis bridge which crosses 
the Sangamon river southwest of the 
city, William Robinson last evening at 
about 4:30 o'clock, discovered the lifeless 
and mangled form of an unknown man 
lying in the tall weeds under the bridge, 
about C5 feet below the top of the same. 
The attention of Albert Martin, who was 
passing at the time, was called to the 
object, and subsequently the coroner was 
notified of the discover)-. The body was 
brought to the city, and this forenoon an 
inquest was held, Messrs. P. Perl, A. J. 
Thompson, Harvey Plotner, Allen Scott, 
.1. B. Main and Gus Vording serving us 
jurors. 
The investigation resulted in 


learning that the man's name was Alvin 
Ossian Lundstrain, who was born in May, 
1800, and that he recently arrived in this 
country from Sweden. He had his pass- 
port with him, from which these facts 
•were learned. It was also discovered that 
the deceased had left Chicago bound for 
Litchfield, and the verdict of the jury 
was to the effect that he had probably 
fallen off a Wabash train accidentally yes- 
terday morning, and that the fall resulted 
in his death. The body was badly bruised 
and cut, showing that he had been struck 
by the wheels of the train and had also 
fallen against the timbers of the bridge. 
Deceased was a well-built young man.—
